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H E preſervation of Health; 3 

| the promotion of Induſtry, 

which is uſeful to mankind 3 and a juſt at- 
tention to the duties we owe to the great Au- 
thor of nature, conſtitute the true love of our 
country : but in time of war, the means of de- 
fence become more eſſentially neceſſary to ſelt- 
preſervation, and call for the exertion of all the. 
power both of prince and people. | 


On this 3 was founded the Marine 
Society, the goodneſs of Providence preſiding 
over all the labours of men. The origin of is 
Society have always deemed a con- 7/"uten. 

teſt, with regard to the Founder of their In- 
ſtitution, entirely foreign to the good intended : 
but foraſmuch as many have been led into falſe 
opinions in relation to this ſubject, juſtice de- 
mands that ſome mention ſhould be made of 
facts, which may ſet the matter in its true 


light. . 


Lord Harry Pawlet, now Duke of Bolton, 
in the ſpring, 17506, then commanding his Ma- 
[4] Jlty 8 
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Jeſty's ſhip Barfleur, requeſted John Field 
ing, Eſq; now Sir John Fielding, Knt. to collect 
a number of poor boys for the uſe of his ſhip, 
deſiring they might be clothed at his Lordſbip's 
expence. Fowler Walker, E; of Lincolns- 
Inn, happening to meet theſe boys on their 
journey, and being ſtruck with their appearance, 
his humanity ſuggeſted to him, that a greater 
Number of ſuch poor boys might be fitted out 
by a ſubſcription. On his arrival in town, he 
propoſed to Mr. Fielding, to ſolicit. the public 
for a ſubſcription for this purpoſe, himſelf 
offering to open it by a ſmall donation. This 
worthy Magiſtrate, in his written anſwer, ex- 
| preſſed his doubts of the event, but acquieſced 
with Mr. Walker's deſign, and happily ſuc- 
ceeded ſo far, that he collected E to 
clothe 3 or 400 boys. 


A Merchant of London, totally unconnected 
with the noble Lord, and both the Gentlemen 
above-mentioned, deſired a meeting of the Mer- 
chants and Owners of Ships, and propoſed to 
them to form themſelves into a ſociety to clothe 
landmen and boys for the ſea-ſervice, The firſt 
part was eagerly embraced, and the deſign as 
ſpeedily carried into execution. Many days had 
not elapſed, when the deſign relating to the boys 
fell into their hands, This was natural to expect, 
as they were qualified to conduct an enterprize 


of this nature, having credit with the public to 
collect

collect the ſums neceſſary for the purpoſe, con- 
verſant in the proper clothing, and connected 
with maritime ep. 


A e ſociety being hin and a proper 
Committee and other officers appointed, Mr. 
Fielding was invited to join as a member; 
but did not long continue. Mr. Walker af- 
terwards became a member, and is now com- 


prehended in the act of Incorporation. 


How grateful the deſign proved, was obvious 
from the conduct of numbers of fellow-ſubjects 
of all ranks and conditions, who under this 


aſſociation contributed with a liberal hand. An 


effort calculated to furniſh the means of ſucceſs 
in. war, and at the ſame time imploring the 
protection of Heaven, by deeds of charity and 
beneficence, could not but pleaſe. The ſociety 
was ſenſible, that many were in a periſh- 
ing or uſeleſs ſtate ; and many, as the Vorlarn 
lupe of human nature, ready for any deſperate 
enterprize: and they juſtly thought that the 
preſerving of ſuch young perſons, was ſo far 
preſerving their fellow-ſubjects in general; 
and conſequently, the rendering them uſeful, 
was doubly promoting the e 2 of go- 
nent

ſeamen, It was no wonder it ſhould be ex- 
tremely difficult to procure mariners to navigate 


_ merchant ſhips, when the King had occaſion 


for more feamen than exiſted at that time in the 
nation. But no royal bounty was then given 
to landmen to ſerve at ſea, and it was obvious, 
that if theſe men carried new and clean ſea- 
men's clothes on their backs, on board the King's 
ſhips, it would naturally accelerate their becom- 


ing mariners, whilſt it prevented a great part 


of that deriſion with which genuine ſeamen are 
apt to treat landmen in their land clothes (a).

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The filthineſs of ſuch landmen's garments, had 
frequently occaſioned diſtempers in our ſhips, 
which had proved fatal to thouſands of ſea- 
men; and the filth and rags of boys could not 
be lefs pernicious. The good effects were ap- 
parent to our firſt officers in command, (b) who- 
obſerved, that of all kinds of encouragement to- 
men or boys, none anſwered fo effectually as 
this of clothing, for it operated like a charm in

preferving the health of landmen, and of the 
whole crew, with which. they were mixed:

How far this Society may, at any time here- 
after, be invited to act the part they did in the 
Iaſt war, with regard to landmen, is very un- 
certain; but as nothing can be more apparent, 
than the advantages of beſtowing a bounty of 
clothing to landmen, to. ſerve at fea, whether 
it be given by the crown, or by private 
munificence, the effect will be the ſame:

ney.. The Navy- board is fo ſen- 

ſible of the advantage, that /ops are now iſſued 
to the /andmen. as ſoon as they are ſecured on 
board: but this. is on account of their wages, 
whereas the clothing might be in place of a 
bounty. But the temptation to. many volun- 
teers, is ready- money; therefore. part might be 
in. gold or filver, and part in raiment; and 
where the men can be truſted with money, 
they may be confided: in for clothing. 1

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It muſt be remembered that the ſociety ated, 
with regard to the men, in concert with the re- 
gulating captains, not aſſuming a province, 
that might carry the appearance of raiſing 
ſea forces, but in ſuch a mode as was agreeable 
to the King, as a proof of which, his Majeſty 
gave them. 1009/7. and his preſent Majeſty, then 
Prince of Wales, 400L. 


The number of boys, neceſſary, , 3 
in time of war, for the uſe of boys neceſſary ß 
the King's ſhips, is very con- #7 * of 
fiderable. The navy regulations 
require four boys to every hundred men, and 
conſequently ſeventy thauſand men. will take 
two thouſand eight hundred boys : Much the 
greateſt part of this number was requeſted of 
this Society, as appears by the regiſters of thoſe 
actually ſent as ſervants to commanders and 
officers in the fleet. It was not at firſt ge- 
nerally comprehended, that this charity is 
ſerviceable to the boys, excluſive of their 
| pittance of wages: but the officer and the 
puhlic are equally benefited (a).. Such ſervices

uſe; and the public intereſt is ſo far promoted. 


No indenture is entered into by them, as in. 


the caſe of apprentices to owners and maſters 


of ſhips ;- but fo long as the ſhip of war remains 


in pay, the obligation between maſter and ſer-- 
vant, ſtands on the fame foundation of juſtice, 
for the boy who runs Oy from bis ſhip, is. 
deemed a deſerter. | 
Theſe boys are not the leſs entitled to 
their pay of forty ſhillings. a year, on account 


of this charity: whereas if the maſter at ſet- 
ting out, diſburſes the forty ſhillings in clothing. 
and bedding, nothing will be due to the boy, 
at the end of the year, except in caſe of prize-- 


money, in time of war, when he ſhares in com- 


mon as a man: otherwiſe, from year to year, 


he might wear out his little pay before it be- 
came due. The advantage is mutual; for if 


the officer can procure no ſervant, he cannot 


have the pay abovementioned. 
The intereſt of the maſter, and the ſervant, 


being thus united, the boy in the mean time, 


tearns-to be a feaman,. and becomes ſerviceable

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In time of peace, the demand for ſach boys 
is very ſmall, as the children of officers, 
and

to the public. In time of war, the King chat- 


lenges the fervice of apprentices, in all water-' 
borne buſineſſes, when they reach the age of 


eighteen ; and it may be ſuppoſed, theſe boys 
on board ſhips of war, are rated as men, and 
receive the pay as ſuch, when they reach to 
this age, provided they are well-grown and 
ſtrong. 

The boy has a fair proſpect before him; but 
his ſucceſs, at ſo early an age, depends on his 


ability as a ſeaman, being of ſuch ſtrength 


and ftature as render him fit to perform the 
duty of a man, to warrant the commander 
at once to do juſtice to the public, and 
to his ſervant. This depends partly on the 
humanity of the commander; if the ſervant, 
upon a fair and candid principle, and agreeable 
to the intention of the public regulation, ought 
to be rated for himſelf, the maſter ought then 
to provide himſelf with another ſervant. ; 

It is preſumed, that commanders and officers 
in general do juſtice in this particular, and 
rather give than take the advantage ; they 
eſteem it a blemiſh in character not to do it. 
The 9 of ſhips on home ſtations, or 
coming 
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and the ſons of gentlemen, can have no births 
on board his Majeſty's navy, in 9 other qua- 
lity than that of /ervants. ' 


Qualit „ of boys Ir the execution of this buſineſs, 
for the King's it hath been found difficult to reſiſt 
* the tears of the widow and the or- 
phan; but when boys are brought to this office 
under age, and under ſize, they muſt be re- 
jected; otherwiſe neither the reputation, nor 


utility of the inſtitution, could be ſupported.

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| Tee the Society underſtand what they are about; 
and mean to co-operate with them in the ſeve- 


ral views of the public ſervice. The Society 
extend their care, not only that the boys ſhall 
meet ſuch encouragement as their uſefulneſs 
requires, and the laws of: humanity demand at 
the hands of their Maſters ; but they conſider 
them alſo with due attention to their mo- 


rals (c). The |

mariners. The regulations require them to 
be thirteen years old, whilſt it ſuppoſes them 
to be of ſuch growth and activity of body, as 
to be able to keep themſelves clean, and perform 


the duties required. The ſociay boys in ge- 


neral, are from thirteen to fifteen years of 
age; but ſome of them appear to great diſad- 
vantage, from their growth being checked by 


the poverty and inſufficiency of their diet, and | 


the defect of due warmth, occaſioned by the 
want of ſuch clothing as our climate requires to 
nouriſh their limbs : As hunger and nakedneſs 
prey on the human frame, good clothing, and 
ſhip proviſion, ſoon make a great alteration in 
their favour, 

(c) With regard to the proper care of their 
morals, this ſociety could not be more attentive 
in recommending them to the commanders, 
were they their own children, as the regula- 
tions of the Society abundantly teſtify, |

the education to ſuch remote parts of every quar- 
of the lower ter of the globe, could not but 
8 ber of hi 
quire a great number of his 

Majeſty's ſubjects, both men and boys, even to 
the gleanings of our priſons : if our martial 
operations had been confined to the ſea only, 
ſo large a fleet muſt have employed a. vaſt 
number of people. The Society having ex- 
hauſted, not only theſe cities, but the ſouthern 
parts of this iſland, of all the young hands 
that could be ſpared ; directed their attention 
northwards, and alſo to Ireland, for a ſupply 
of ſuch boys, as were unemployed, theſe being 
bold, hardy, and deſirous of learning to be ſea- 
men on board the King's ie. 


This opened a new ſcene, as it afforded an 
opportunity of obſerving the very ſtriking ef- 
fects of the difference of education of the in- 
ferior claſſes of the people, in different parts of 
his Majeſty's dominions. The kindneſs and 
liberality of ſentiment, with which this Society 
acted, naturally led them to befriend the vir- 
tuous poor, from whatever part they might come, 
whilſt they ufed their utmoſt endeavours, to 
put others, who were not ſo well inclined, in 
a train of becoming good and uſeful. No 
gratification can be ſo pleaſing. as this ; and 
it was a ſolid ſatis faction, to find many ſuch 


| boys, ready and candid in their anſwers, averſe

to lying and ſwearing, capable of repeating 
their prayers, the belief, and the comm̃and- 
ments, maſters of the catechiſm, and able to 
read. The ſobriety of theſe boys was alſo at- 
tended with a clean garb, and a ſteady es 
with regard to their engagement. 


The great objects of all human enquiry, 
being the precepts of true religion, with reſpect 
to the ſoul, and uſeful induſtry for the preſerv- 
ation of the body; it was natural to examine, 
from whence ſuch deportment aroſe; and it 
was apparent, that in ſome parts of this iſland, 
the poor, from their infancy, are trained by 


the parochial clergy, to reverence the ſabbath- 


day ; to ſpeak truth ; to honour their parents, 


and teachers; and to ffie due reſpe&t to ma- 


giſtrates. Some, of another rank, appeared, 
among whom there was no want of activity, 
bravery, docility, and ingenuouſneſs; but ſo 
ill inſtructed in their religion, as to have little 
or no guard againſt temptation. A third claſs, 
by far the moſt numerous, was abominably 
corrupted. As blaſts in the vegetable creation, 
deſtroy the labours of the huſbandman, the. 
morals of theſe poor boys. were withered in the 
bud : Some by the early loſs of their parents; 


ſome through the misfortune. of not having 


ever received any inſtruction; ſome by being 
vagabonds, and in a habit of idleneſs; and 
others by keeping the moſt wicked company, 
Y rat: - in 
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in the moſt wicked part of theſe kingdoms, 
were hardened in iniquity. The effect in 
every caſe correſponded with the cauſe: and 
we need but appeal to our own hearts with 
regard to the firſt impreſſions which we receive 
of religion and moral obligations; and obſerve, 


when reaſon ripens, how theſe tend to the pre- 
ſervation of the individual, and the peace and 


good order of the community. 


According to vulgar opinion, 
2 but little moral inſtruction could 

be expected in ſhips of war: but 
the commanders, who were rightly informed 
of the intentions of this Society, and con- 
vinced that they feriouſly meant to conſider 
theſe poor boys as their children, were induced 
to take care of them. 


The principle on which the Society ſet out, 
prompted them to act this part; at the ſame 
time eſteeming the ſervice done the navy, and 
his Majeſty's officers, as a common national 
intereſt. It was not a leſs pleaſure, on this 
occaſion, to find that as the naval regulations 
were calculated to breed up ſeamen from boys, 
many Britiſh fea commanders were very regu- 
lar men ; and whilſt a ſenſe of religion pre- 
vailed in their hearts, they were attentive to 
the health, as well as the military diſcipline 
of their reſpeCtive crews. Theſe captains are

petty ſovereigns within their walls of wood, 
and ſeem to have much to anſwer for, both to 
God and their country, when they are negli- 
gent of the morals of their crews. In a politi- 
cal view, it is moſt apparent, that the thought- 
leſſneſs of Engliſh ſeamen, which leads them 
into vice, is more apt to rob them of their 
lives, than the ſame want of reflexion among

1 hus it appeared, that combine farther 
might be obtained in favour of theſe boys in 
general ; that good order, cleanlineſs, and in- 
ſtruction, on board of ſhips, might at length 
be ſecured to them in the moſt advantageous 
manner. Nothing: of the kind had 

ever bcen done in the good order i. — 
propoſed by the Society; and it 

was neceſſary to eſtabliſh a reputation among | 
the common people: Nothing arbitrary or com— 
pulſive being intended, it was highly proper 
they ſhould be made ſenſible of it, that their 


hearts might be ſo won by civility and kind- 


neſs, as to part with their children, when 
wanted by the public, in confidence that they 
would be taken care of. They were not 
ignorant that many arts are occaſionally em- 


ployed to engage ſubjects to go abroad, and 


ſome of them were jealous; it was hard for 
them to believe, that their good was ſo much 
the ruling deſire of another man's heart.

fea. Upon this occaſion it appeared, that ſo 
many of them were actually become ſeamen, 
and had provided: for themſelves in merchants 
_ ſhips, and other various employments on ſhore, 
on! y 397 applied for relief.

ſhall give certificates to the boys who ſerved 
under them, expreſſing their age, ſtature, time 
of ſervice, and deſcription, with directions for 
ſuch boys to be victualled on board ſhips in or- 
dinary, on the King's account, for a time not 
exceeding three months. It is intended, that 


the boys ſhall be brought to town by degrees, 


and placed out as apprentices, by this Society, 
in the merchants ſervice in general, the coaſt- 
ing trade, and the Eaſt-India ſervice; or in 
ſuch manner as is moſt practicable and benefi- + 
cial for them and the public.

tion, he followed the dictates of his affections

ſtrued in favour of the Society; but Mr. Hickes 
died out of the juriſdiction of theſe realms; he 
made his will in Hamburgh, where his property 
was; and allogial lands are purchaſeable in 
the Hanoverian, and other dominions, in the 
meighbourhood of Hamburgh, as appeared af- 
terwards, from the moſt authentic certificates, 
particularly from Hanover.

The number of boys which this Society may 
be qualified to equip, for the ſea-ſervice, muſt 
depend on the number of maſters that can be pro- 
cured, as well as on the pecuniary ability of the 
Society. As to beys, there is reaſon to believe 
there will be many to provide for: Experience 
proves, that the miſeries of ſome parents and 
their families, will furniſh many: the daring 
temper of ſome boys; the ſituation of others, 
who are of too volatile a diſpoſition for their 
trade, or too bold to live on ſhore with ſobet + 
maſters; add to theſe the vagabonds, and 
above alt the diſtreſſed orphans, who wander 
about like forſaken dogs: theſe taken in a col- 
lective view, the number will be conſiderable. 
If only 100 to 150 poor boys ſhould be provided 
for annually by this Society, in time of peace, 
it is an object worthy the moſt ſerious regard, 
as a work of this kind may operate more hap- 
pily 10 prevent evil, than all the fetters that 
can be forged, for ſuch young perſons, within 
the confines of the whole Britiſh empire.

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| Importance of The Society wiſhes, that if the 
emplozing fea does not afford employment 
% . enough, to be able to fit out poor 
boys for other buſineſſes, and promote other 
plans by which the dominion of humanity may 
be extended. By providing ſuitable-labour for 
all young perſons in want, they will avoid run- 
ing the hazard of wearing off their native in- 
genuouſneſs, or of being expoſed to ſuch tempt- 
ations as may render them abandoned. We 
now lie open to a nurſery of thieves, bred up - 
in this metropolis, with the effects of blood 
and rapine, and the untimely death of many 
victims to the gallows. The employment of 
ſuch boys, may prevent their being branded by 
any marks of infamy, that may render them 
unfit to be employed with reputation, or reſtore 
| ſome young delinquents to the world, purified 
from their ſtains. Much greater things may be 
done at fea, or on ſhore, than is actually in 
practice. Miſery grows ſpontaneouſly, in peace, 
as well as war; and the times ſeem to render it 
abſglutely neceſſary to adopt every plan of pre- 
vention that is ſuited to the meridian of theſe 
vaſt cities, in their preſent ſtate, that the civil 
magiſtrate may be able to keep the poorer part 
of the inhabitants within the bounds of reli-

The influence of one young arch-villain, will 
extend a great way in corrupting a number 
of others, younger than himſelf: When left 
parentleſs, or expoſed to the calamities of idle- 
neſs or poverty, they become an eaſy prey.

their time, not being leſs than four years, ſup- 


poſes the apprentice, to have reached to the 
age of fourteen to ſixteen; and. in this view the 


indulgence of the legiſlature can hardly fail of

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e good effects. Phe aft ooncerm bf 
this Soeiety, in behalf of their objects, is to 
#ncourage the miſters,; by motives of conveniencs, 
as well 'asſentiments-of humanity ; and as It 
is intended to promote the mutual welfare both 
of maſter and ſervant, trhile the Yiſtreſſed boy 
ſeeks the Society's office, the more happy 
maſter may have a reaſonable aſſurance of the 
fidelity of the ſervant. It will naturally occur 
to the maſter, that the favour which is ſhown 
by the act of parliament in queſtion, ſets his 
apprentice upon ſo much the higher ground, 
in reputation, and ſo far entitles him to the 
greater attention: and if fuch favour is en- 
joyed, as a reward of faithful ſervice, it may 
be naturally expected that a boy will bid the 
fairer to prove a good ſervant. It may operate 
to his encouragement, as it may put a young 
man in a Capacity: of getting bread by dand or 
ſea: In our inſular, commereial, and military 
capacities, no work can be deemed more im- 
portant: if it can be accompliſhed, we muſt 
be ſo much the greater nation. 


The indulgence abovementioned, in regard to 
the freedom of Corporations, has been granted 
by two · Acts of Parliament (3) to all who 

00 4 The 22d. of Geo. II. entitled, Au Ad 
to enable ſuch Officers, Mariners, and Soldiers,

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ſerved on board the Royal Navy for three years, 
during the two laſt wars, with condition that 
the men were regularly diſcharged from their 
reſpective ſhips. Theſe acts are retroſpective, 
and intended as a reward for ſervices done in 
war; but in regard to the act in behalf of this 
Society, whether in peace or war, in the mer- 
chants, or in the King's ſervice, there is no 
difference; the condition required is, that the 
indenture ſhall be fully completed: and this 
is the great object which the maſter of every 
apprentice ought always to have in view. It 
is not the ſervice of one year, but fidelity and 
diligence during the term actually agreed for. 


It is difficult to form an opinion, what por- 
tion of the boys which may be placed out by 
this Society, will ſet up trades in corporate 
towns, in conſequence of this Act; but it is 
. eaſy to comprehend, that every one who ſerves

Majeſty, relating to the parachial 
ri Iaden - infant poor of certain pariſhes (a), 
tel. ſets this matter in the trueſt point 
of view; for it ſays, That the extending the 
indentures to the age of twenty-faur, often 
diſturbs the peace of domeſtic life, checks 
marriage, and difcourages induſtry,” If we 
appeal to the experience of magiſtrates and pa- 
riſh- officers, or any other perſon acquainted 


with ſuch affairs, it will be found true; 


therefore this act requires, that no pariſh child, 
belonging to the pariſhes mentioned, ſhall be 
placed out for a longer time than, ſeven years, 
nor beyond the age of twenty-one. It is un- 
derſtood that apprentices ſhould not marry; but 
ſurely a young man at twenty-one may con- 
ſiſtently marry : for women of that age, the law 
has made proviſion.

- In thus co-operating with the ſalutary de- 6 
fiens of government, we hope our time will be 
well employed. Nothing can be of greater 
moment to the nation than a nurſery of ſea- 
men; nor any duty more eflentially uſeful, 
than providing employment for thoſe, who 
might otherwiſe become a nuiſance to ſociety, 
or fall early victim: to the laws of their 
country. 

Cleanlineſs and change of raiment being ſo 
peculiarly neceſſary to the preſervation of 
health in his Majeſty's ſhips, we ſubmit it to 
your conſideration, whether it will not be moſt 
advantageous to place theſe boys under the 
care of a proper perſon, to ſee that they waſh 
their linnen; ſuch perſon being required to 
keep an inventory, and frequently examine 
the clothing they are ſupplied with; your 
taylor having directions to mend their clothes. 
This ſeems to be abſolutely neceſſary to pre- 
vent their loſing or deſtroying their clothing. 

Whatever improvements the Lords of the 
Admiralty may make, in addition to the above, 
either by appointing a ſchoolmaſter for the in- 
ſtruction of theſe poor denn or * any other

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Cath" ſalutary regulation, it will be ſo much 
the happier for the boys, and ſatisfactory to us, 
as it will contribute to the eſtabliſhment ef 
our inſtitution on the more regular and per- 
manent foundation. If any gentleman of the 
navy will, at any time, favour us with his 
Opinion, he may be aſſured, that it will be re- 
ceived with gratitude. 

Vou will be ſo good to order the proper pre- 
cautions to be taken, not to ſuffer any boy to 
come to town, under a notion of getting freſh 
clothes from us, as this is not only; the ſure 
road to deſertion, and a temptation to their 
becoming vagabonds; but the Society's 
finances are not in a ſtate, to enable them to 
fit out boys a ſecond time for the ſame ſhip.

Recommendation of Boys to Owners, 


Maſters, and Commanders of ſhips in 


the merchants ſervice, coaſting veſſels, 


coal trade, fiſhing ſmacks, &c. who 


are ſupplied with apprentices at this 
office. 


O U are well informed that the intention 


of this Society is to aſſiſt indigent parents, 
who are not in a capacity of fitting out their 
own children: and to furniſh a ſuitable em- 
ployment at ſea, for ſuch poor boys as are fit 
and qualified for it. 

You are not leſs ſenſible, that PORE bred. 
from the earlieſt youth. generally prove the beſt 
mariners ; and it is tobe preſumed, that you 


will have a peculiar pleaſure in taking ſuch. 


poor and diſtreſt boys, as it. will at once exer- 
Ciſe your humanity, and promote the beſt good 
policy. Theſe cities have incomparably, the 
greateſt number of inhabitants, and they 


ought in all.reaſon to furniſh to the common 


ſtock, a due portion of men, bred to a ſea-life : 
And as trade is the glory of cur country, par- 
2 as it reſpects navigation, much de- 


pends. 
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pends on your care. We recommend theſe 
boys the more earneſtly, becauſe they are poor, . 
and ſtand fo much in need of aſſiſtance : and we 
entreat, that your apprentice may be kept under 
ſach proper diſcipline, as your own-reaſon and 
humanity will. ſuggeſt, acting the part of a fa- 
ther to him, who may be fatherleſs, and thus 
carefully diſcharge your duty to the great Fa- 


ther of us all. 
If theſe boys are taught the commandments 


of God, it is to be hoped they will obey yours: 


the truer ſenſe they have of their duty to him, 
the better underſtanding they muſt have of their 
duty to you.

O U are to underſtand. that every 

thing here is fair and above board. 
You come to alk a favour, and it is meant 
to do you all the good that is paſſible to be 
done. 

2. If any one has the leaſt doubt about * 
to ſea, he had better take a week to conſider of 
it, and come again. 

3. If any maſter in merchant ſhips chuſes to 
take a boy on trial, before his indenture is 
made, it is the cuſtom to let him go. | 
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* & If anyone is ſo wicked as to play tricks, 
and not ftay with his maſter, in the King's, or 
merchants ſhips, he is conſidered as a great 
enemy to the other boys, who mean well. 

5. This charity being intended, as all chari- 
ties ought to be, for the poor only; therefore, if 
any one has parents or friends, who-can bear 
the expence of fitting him out, they ſhould do- 
It. 6 ET 
6. All the boys ſhall be provided for as 
ſpeedily as poſſible ; but it requires time to get 
good maſters in a regular manner, and as it 
ought to be done. 

7. All the boys put out in the das ſer- 
vice are apprenticed out; this being the way to 
promote their fortune, by a regular education, 
and to be happy all the days of their lives. 

8. Vou are to underſtand that an indenture is 
a lawful inſtrument, and with regard to this 
Society is ſupported by a particular act of par- 
liament. The indenture binds an apprentice 
to his maſter, and his maſter to him; and the 
laws direct puniſhments for thoſe who break it. 

9. Every apprentice is engaged to ſerve his 
maſter faithfully, to keep his ſecrets, and glad- 
ly perform all his honeſt and lawful commands, 
and not to be abſent from him night or day. 

10, He engages. alſo, that he will do his maſ- 
ter no hurt, nor ſuffer any one elſe to do him.

11. He binds himſelf, not to waſte his maſ- 
ter's goods, nor lend them to any one, unleſs he 
Mould command it to be done.

13. There are fo many given to thieving, and 
ſo many who ſeek the way to the gallows, that a 
ſober boy cannot be tos cautious to ſhun bad 
company ; or too reſolute in leaving evil com- 
panions, when he finds them to be ſuch.

18. As to drunkenneſs, this leads to every ſort 
of miſchief, it is a beaſtly vice, and unworthy

19. In ſhort, if you are true to yourſelf, you 
will be ſo to God and your maſter. You muſt 
be true and faithful, as the only way to 
have a clear conſcience, which, of all things in 
the world, is the beſt : the richeſt man who 
wants it is wretched. | 

20. Maſters are alſo bound by indentures, on 
their part, to find an apprentice in apparel, 
linen and woollen, proper for one in that ſtation, 
during his apprenticeſhip ; and to give him 
double appare] when he is out of his time.
